EVIAN-LES-BAINS, F R A N C E 
July 6.—An Austrian refugee lead 
er told American delegates he b e- 
ieved 4,500,(XX) Austrians would flee 
Nazi rule if a 32-natlon conference 
opening today could find them a 
new homeland. 
Artur Rosenb erg, representing the 
Federation of Austrian Ex iles at 
the meeting inspired b y President 
Roosevelt to try to help German 
Jews and refugees, said ab out 75 
per cent of Austrians would leave 
their country if allowed to take a 
sub stantial part of their property 
with them. 
(The Austrian population in the 
1234 consus was 6.760,233. Various 
estimates put the numb er of Jews 
in Austria at the time of the Aus- 
tro-G erm an union at 
200,000 
to 
3CC.CC0, and the total numb er of 
persons with seme Jewish b lood at 
600,000—roughly ten per cent oi 
the population).
